The following is part of a bill 
which will b* introduced In the 
Legislature: 

BILL. 

Whereas the monument of Ken- 
tacky'* great Statesman, Henry 
Clay, in the cemetery at Lexington, 
Kentucky, erected by the State ot 
Kentucky and his admiring fellow- 
citizens in this ar.d "other Ststes, 
wus greatly injured by a storm 
which occurted on the 22nd day of 
July, 1903, and the statue sur- 
mounting the same wrested from 
the place and destroyed; therefore, 

1. Be it enacted by the Gener- 
al Assembly of the Commonwealth 
• 'Kentucky, fhat for the purpose 
of repairing said monument, and 
rep.acing the statue of our great 
statesman by another of suitable 
design and construction, the sum 
of Twenty Thousand (20,000.00) 
Dollars, or so much thereof at may 
be necessary, is hereby appiopria 

ted to said object and 

commissioners shall be appointed 
by the Governor, with the ap-

«culptor and other nereasary con 
tractors, and to secure and have 
placed in position surmounting the 
monument, a stalueof Henry Clay 
suitable in design, material and 
construcrion, and in all respects 
worthy of the distinguished man 
whose life and services ure com 
memorated. 

The commissioners shall not re- 
ceive any pay for their services,

CERNE GIANT DISAPPEARING 

Interesting; Survival of Prehistoric 
England Rapidly Descending 
Into Native Oblivion. 

An interesting survival of pre- 
historic England is threatened 
with destruction owing to neglect. 
This is the "Cerne Giant," a colos^ 
sal human figure cut on the side 
of a lofty hill that overlooks the 
picturesque village of Cerne Ab- 
bas, eight miles north of Dor- 
chester. 

It is several years since the fur- 
rows which outline the giant's fig- 
ure were scoured and reliued with 
chalk. Gradually the latter has 
been washed away by the winters'

Grass has so encroached on 
the channels that, seen from a dis- 
tance, the details of the gigantic 
figure are hard to trace, though 
the uncouth human form is still 
recognizable. The cost of reno- 
vating the giant is estimated at 
uboui £12, but no one in the local- 
ity knows where the money is to 
come from. 

The "Old Man," as he ia styled 
by the natives ofOerne Abbas (the 
"Abbot's Cernel" of Hardy's Wes 
sex novels), is built on truly heroic 
lineB. He stands 180 feet high and 
bis right hand grasps a knotted 
club l_*l feet long. The unknown 
artist had bis own notions of the 
juat proportions of the human 
frame, as will be Been from the 
-following further measurements: 
Length of body, 77 feet ; legs, 80 
feet; head, 22 feet; right arm, 109 
feet; nose, 6 feet; diameter of 
eyes, 2} feet, 

The antiquity of the figure is ac- 
cepted by all archaeologists. 
Most authorities ascribe it to the 
Oeltio period, while some have 
held that it represents an idol once 
worshiped by the pagan West 
Saxons. Another view is that it 
was the work of the monks of the 
then newly-found Benedicliaa 
Abbey of Cerae.

Being made of 
wrought iron, even when sold by 
the pound they bring a good price. 

The Uahernien have two ways of 
ilisjaitiing of their wares. They 
either sell them to the fish chan- 
dler* or hawk theiu about among 
1 he 1 1 tnsele of the harbor. Some 
times they are placed for sale on 
the wharfs, with the prices at- 
tached. 

Generally the recovered an- 
chors bring good prices. New 
one* are sold for five centi 
pound and the one* that have I 
fished up seldom depreciate 
value more than a cent a pound. 
The fisherman therefore makes 
840 on every thousand pounds re- 
covered. If he captures one of the 
heaviest anchors— a B.OOOpound 
er— he is well paid for his trouble. 
But the monsters of that size are 
seldom captured. The average is 
bet ween 1 ,500 and 2,500 pounds.

The National Child Labor Com- 
mittee organized a little over s 
year ago has succeeded in secur- 
ing laws for the better protection 
of the tolling children in twelve of 
the States. Our Southern States 
are behind the others in this hu- 
mane legislation. Some of them 
have no l.ws and no enforcement 
of the laws they have. 

In the meantime the very 
strength and vigor ol our pure 
Anglo Saxon stock is being sapped 
by this system of working little 
children. And the children can 
only make the mute appeul of their 
helplessness to be delivered from 
this slavery. 

The Nationul Committee, 
which there are twelve promine 
Southern men, has established 
Southern office in Atlanta with a 
Southern man in charge. Funds 
are needed for the legitimate ex 
peases of the legislative campaigns 
now in prospect. Kvsry dollar 
given by the Southern people will 
be expended to protect the little 
children of the South from the 
fearful consequences of too early 
toil.
